Ooold  stated  that  not  all  the  necessary  building 
expense 3 hud  been  included  in  the  estimates  submitted*  In  addition, 
it  would  be  neoea^ary  to  lengthen  the  boat  house  by  eight  or  ten 
feet  to  provide  for  tho  new  boat*  It  would  bo  nooeosary  to  build
